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Japs Retreat Before MacArthur Drive 


Rangoon Burning

Mandalay, Burma, Feb. 26 (AP)—British Imperial forces, 


fighting with their backs to the wall in a desperate effort to 
save Rangoon, have fired vital installations there to prevent 
them from falling into Japanese hands, advices from the 
JBurmese capital said today. 


Travelers arriving here from Rangoon said smoke was 


rolling over the city from blazes touched off by demolition 
squads and that a vital oil refinery had been left a charred 
rum. 


Although British lines were said to be holding on the west 


bank of the Sittang river above the virtually depopulated 
capital, all that the Imperial forces could offer, apparently, 
was a delaying action. 


At the line of the Sittang the Japanese had reached the 


top of the Gulf of Martaban, less than 70 miles from Rangoon, 
and had crossed all but the last of the river barriers on the 
path of their advance. 


Some British and Indian battalions had lost .heavily in the 


prolonged fighting against heavier numbers which have stag- 
gered Burma's defenses back across the Salween and Bilin 
rivers. 


At the same time, the Japanese apparently were opening 


a second offensive from their Thailand bases at Cniengmai 
and Chiengrai aimed toward the upper reaches of the Sittang 
in the Shan states of Burma. On that front, however, the 
invaders face a collision with thousands of Chinese who have 
moved in to defend northeast Burma. 


Spies Are Active 


Washington, Feb. 26 (AP)— Secretary Stirason said today 


"that unidentified airplanes, possibly as many as 15, which 
may have been operated by enemy agents, were over Los 
Angeles early yesterday and were fired on by Army anti- 
aircraft guns.

Damage Axis Ships 


London, Feb. 26 (AP)— The 26,000-ton German battle- 


ships Scharnhorst and Gneisenau and the 10,000-ton heavy 
cruiser Prinz Eugen apparently have been knocked out of the 
war for some time to come, according to a Naval review pre- 
sented in the House of Commons today by First Lord of the 
Admiralty A. V. 'Alexander. 


Moreover, he said, the British submarine Trident sent a 


torpedo aft into a cruiser of the Prinz Eugen class, probably 
into the Prinz herself. The Trident also may have hit an 
escorting destroyer, it was indicated in a simultaneous com- 
munique from the Admiralty. 


The ocean-going Trident, 1,090 tons at the surface, has 


been dogging Germany's Norwegian sea route and it was 
there that she nailed the heavy cruiser. On November 29. 
the Trident was credited with a successful attack on seven 
German transports and supply ships. Three were seei} to sink

thrust forced back the Japanese several kilometers on the 
Philippine Bataan peninsula. 


A 9:30 a. m. (EWT) communique said that fighting was 


still in progress with continued local successes. 


Main positions of the enemy have not been penetrated, 


it was said. 


The attack brought the first substantial advance for the 


American-Filipino defenders since they were forced to with- 
draw into the narrow peninsula nearly two months ago.

Loans Explained 
Mr Benson explained the tenant 
purchase program which has for 
its purpose to m ake farm home 
owners of m arried couples who are 
worthy and who cannot purchase 
or own a farm through ordinary 
credit agencies.

Administration from $50 to $500 on 
personal loans. Loans will be of two 
type*—to individuals and to groups, 
such as 4-H clubs.

INDIA'S HELP 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 


Militarily and politically the In- 


dian empire suddenly has surged 
into the front ranks of the war. 


British India, which for long gen- 


erations has had perforce to view 
independence through the small end 
of the telescope, finally seems to 
have reversed the glass. England's 
declaration Tuesday "in favor of 
India's political freedom" must be 
taken to mean that John Bull at long 
last is prepared to grant some form 
of dominion status which, while 
according self-government, would 
retain Hindustan as a subject of 
the Crown. 


The present hurried move comes 


at a moment when the Mikado's 
hordes are battering at the ram- 
parts of Burma, with the avowed in- 
tention of conquering all India.

Many farm families in Pennsyl- 


vania, wishing to produce as much 
of their own food as possible dur- 
ing the war, may want to add 
variety in their meat diet by butch- 
ering lamb or mutton at home, 
County Agent M. T. Hartman said.

FARMERS CAN 
SAVE FUEL IN 
CHICK REARING 


One important way to conserve 


fuel in the vital task of brooding 
millions of chicks during the next 
few months is explained by County 
Agent M. T. Hartman. 


Brooder stoves with hovers rela- 


tively high above the floor have a 
tendency to consume more fuel than 
stoves with hovers closer to the 
floor. Curtains attached to the 
edge of the hovers and hanging 
within six inches of the floor help 
to keep the heat confined closer to 
the stove. This applies principally 
to stoves using coal, wood, oil, or 
gas for fuel. 


These curtains can have two bene- 


ficial effects. First, they, keep the 
heat from spreading over the entire 
brooder house floor so that the area 
away from the stove stays cooler 
-and maintains- a healthier and 
nearer natural temperature for the 
growing chicks or poults. The sec- 
ond advantage is that the curtains 
conserve fuel while they are keeping 
the heat from drifting too far from 
the stoves. 
Poultrymen who are 


using gas and oil brooder stoves 
with high hovers are reported hav- 
ing cut their fuel bills in half by 
placing curtains at the edge of the 
hovers. 


List Dangers 


There are some conditions, how- 


-ever. under which these curtains 
should not be used. If the canopies 
are small the curtains may get too 
close to the stoves and create a, fire 
hazard. When oil or gas stoves are 
used that do not have flues to carry 
the fumes outdoors, the curtains 
may help to hold the fumes under- 
neath the hover, and create a bad 
air condition for the chicks. 


If dusty litters are used the cur- 


tains help to retain more dust under 
the hovers. The dust may work into 
the oil or gas burners and may pre- 
vent efficient combustion of the fuel. 
Two neighboring poultrymen were 
using the same type of oil burners.

Reuben E. Cohen, Philadel­ 
phia. and Harry P. O'Neill, Lacka­ 
wanna. offered the measure, which 
was identical with one which failed 
to win approval in 1941

heard, Cohen said 
The present scale of benefits pro­ 
vides minimum of $7:50 and a top
